its rates approximately $31,000 
annually. 

The new rates, when approved 
by the Public Service Commis¬ 
sion, will go into effect July 20, 
Edward Gevedon, manager, said 
this week. 

The reductions, Mr Gevedon 
said, will affect only domestic 
consumers. Commercial rates will 
remain the same. 

The minimum rate for domes¬ 
tic consumers will be reduced 
20%. or from $2.50 to $2 for the 
first 25 killowatt hours. Rates 
for additional killowatt hours 
also will be reduced. 

Consumers will receive a com¬ 
plete schedule of the new rates 
in July along with their notice 
of the annual REA meeting to 
be held in West Liberty July 18- 
19. Mr. Gevedon said

him to jail at West Liberty Feb¬ 
ruary 22. 1955. The next day he 
filled bond and was bound over 
to the grand jury. The May term 
of the grand jury indicted him 
for possession of tax unpaid 
whiskey. 

When the case came up for 
trial. Sheriff Aaron Lykins. the 
detectives and State Police who 
helped investigate Lewis, testi¬ 
fied that there was no one found 
with the whiskey and that it was 
at the barn two miles from Lewis’ 
home, and it was shown the bam 
had been leased for two year.; 
The defendant denied knowing 
about the whiskey and pleaded 
not guilty. There was no evi¬ 
dence connecting Lewis with pos¬ 
session of the liquor, and the Cir¬ 
cuit Court dismissed the case for 
want of evidence on recommen¬ 
dation of the investigating offi¬ 
cers.

Amid the customary boisterous 
tarppings of a political opening 
here, Combs took a stand which 
he declared that he would, if 
elected, be bossed by nobody and 
would offer an “honest, hard¬ 
working, progressive, ethical ad¬ 
ministration.”

“I want to win this race—and 
I am convinced that I will win 
it—but I would rather lose than 
to win and then go out of office 
with a record of broken prem¬ 
ises," he said. 

Combs listed several state ac¬ 
tivities which he said he would 
discuss in detail as the campaign 
progresses, including public as¬ 
sistance. state parkc, highway, 
agriculture, indus'rial develop¬ 
ment and veterans’ affairs. 

Pledges Aid To Education 

He said Kentucky faces a crisis 
in education and pledged that he 
would, if elected, urge the legis¬ 
lature to provide funds next 
year to put the Minimum Foun¬ 
dation Porgram into “immediate 
operation and effect” in its en¬ 
tirety. 

As he did in most cf the sub¬ 
jects he discussed ton,ght. Combs 
rapped Chandler’s record in re¬ 
gard to education, asserting that 
his opponent opposed amend¬ 


ment of Section 186 of 'he Con¬ 
stitution to make the Foundation 
Law possible. 

“I favored the amendment to 
Section 186 On the other hand, 
my opponent vigorously opposed 
'.he amendment by word of mouth 
and by editorials in his newspa¬ 
per. the Woodford Sun." 

He said he would recommend 
expansion of the Foundation 
Program to provide that each 
school district would receive at 
least S80 a year in state aid for 
each pupil in average daily at¬ 
tendance 

Comos also promised to seek an 
appropriation sufficient to finance 
the teacher retirement system a« 
the law was amended by the 1954 
legislature, and said that addi¬ 
tional funds "must be made avail¬ 
able to the University of Ken¬ 
tucky and the five state colleges.” 

And. he said, “I shall advocate 
the creation of a building fund 
derived from the sale of revenue 
bonds, the fun to be maintained 
at the state level.” to be drawn 
upon u> lock! sctxxii districts tor 
immediate construction of build¬ 
ing- now urgently needed. 

“We might as well face the 
fact" that additional revenue is 
needed to finance "the increased 
services which our people de¬ 
mand.” Combs said. 

“My opponent makes himself 
ridiculous when he claims that he 
could save from 20 to 30 million 
dollars a year n present state 
spending. I believe the people 
want improvements in education, 
in our efforts to reduce mental 
illness and in many other state 
services, and that they are 
v illing to pay for the benefits 
they will receive.” 

Will Await Research Report 

Combs said he did not believe 
it wise to decide upon the best 
system for obtaining the needed 
increase in state funds until a 
Legislative Research Commission 
study on taxation is completed 
1 Dec. 1. 

He said he would study the 
report carefully and base recom¬ 
mendations for providing the 
money “in the most equitable 
manner" on the commission’s 
findings. 

The candidate then noted that 
state expenditures for mental in¬ 
stitutions have risen from $800.- 
000 in 1937. when Chandler was 
governor, to nearly $5,000,000 at 
present. 

Still, he said, that annual fig¬ 
ure must be doubled during the 
next four years to meet recom¬ 
mendations of the American 
Psychiatric Association and Ken¬ 
tucky mental health workers. He
